UN welcomes USAID 
Hamas compromise 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Texas Governor Rick Perry 
loomed large over a narrow¬ 
ing White House race on Sun¬ 
day despite Tea Party darling 
Michele Bachmann's victory 
in a key test that saw the first 
major Republican bow-out. 

Perry, a popular fiscal and 
social conservative, will pose 
a major challenge to both the 
ultraconservative Bachmann 
and former Massachusetts 
governor Mitt Romney, a 
moderate who has until now 
led the polls. 

Meanwhile Tim Pawlenty, 
a low-key former governor of 
Minnesota who was hoping 
for a crucial bump from 
Iowa's Ames Straw Poll, 
dropped out after coming in a 
distant third behind Bach¬ 
mann and libertarian con¬ 
gressman Ron Paul. 

The poll is unscientific and 
nonbinding but widely seen as 
an indicator of who is best po¬ 
sitioned to energize the party's 
activist base and win the first 
batch of nominating contests 
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early next year. 

Bachmann told ABC 
News's "This Week," that her 
win was a "big message sent 
to Washington" by Americans 
frustrated with the slow pace 
of economic recovery and 
stubbornly high unemploy¬ 
ment under President Barack 
Obama. 

She also dismissed critics 
who say she is too radical, in¬ 
sisting she had attracted De¬ 
mocrats and Independents 
"because I'm talking about 
what people really care about, 
and that's turning the econ¬ 
omy around and job creation." 

But Perry, who announced 
his candidacy as the Iowa poll 
was under way, can challenge 
Barack Obama where the 
president is most vulnerable 
by pointing out that Texas has 
led the country in job creation 
despite the economic slow¬ 
down. 

Pawlenty, who had cam¬ 
paigned hard in Iowa, admit¬ 
ted to ABC television's "This 
Week" that his message "did¬ 
n't get the kind of traction or 
lift that we needed and hoped 
for" going into the Iowa poll. 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez 
said Sunday he had responded 
well to two rounds of 
chemotherapy but warned the 
worst has not yet passed. 

Chavez said he was telling 
himself to "not get carried 
away by impulses. You can 
convince yourself it's already 
passed and people may start 
believing it. " 

The firebrand leftist presi¬ 
dent, who follows a strict rou¬ 
tine of medication, diet and 
exercise to help him in his re¬ 
covery, said he had a good ap¬ 
petite, was gaining weight and 
had no nausea from the drugs. 

"We're fine, but of course 
we are very careful," Chavez 
told official television broad¬ 
caster VTV, adding that he 


He finished with a disap¬ 
pointing 2,293 votes, over 
2,500 behind Bachmann and 
close second-place finisher 
Paul, a small government ad¬ 
vocate with strong Tea Party 
support who is opposed to 
foreign aid and military inter¬ 
ventions. 

Perry meanwhile garnered 
718 write-in votes, more than 
the 567 that went to Romney, 
who was listed on the ballot 
but has focused on other 
states. 

The Texas governor, who 
succeeded George W. Bush in 
2000, has touted his "Texas 
miracle," in which the state 
has created jobs while the na¬ 
tionwide unemployment rate 
has hovered above nine per¬ 
cent. 

Perry also has strong cre¬ 
dentials as a social conserva¬ 
tive, and earlier this month 
held a prayer rally attended by 
more than 30,000 people. 

Critics charge that the jobs 
created in Texas have been 
mainly low-paying, and have 
come as a result of reckless 
deregulation and painful cuts 
in social spending. 


had received positive results 
from various medical tests. 

Chavez, 57, underwent an 
operation in Cuba on June 20 
to remove a cancerous tumor 
in his pelvic area and received 
a first round of chemotherapy 
in mid-July. 

He returned home to Cara¬ 
cas earlier after a weeklong 
stay in Havana, greeted by ap¬ 
plause from cabinet officials 
and military officers. 

"So you have to take life 
by the horns," said a smiling 
Chavez, adding that he was 
starting a "new life". 

Chavez said he had taken 
up painting after two 
chemotherapy sessions on 
Monday and Tuesday, as he 
expressed renewed confi¬ 
dence in his recovery. 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - The 
United Nations on Sunday 
welcomed a compromise deal 
between the Palestinian 
movement Hamas and the US 
Agency for International de¬ 
velopment to maintain the 
flow of aid in Gaza. 

A US official on Friday 
said USAID was halting hu¬ 
manitarian assistance to the 
Gaza Strip over alleged med¬ 
dling by Hamas, which Wash¬ 
ington and Israel designate as 
a terrorist organisation. 

But on Saturday a Hamas 
official said "we've reached a 
compromise with USAID 
through the United Nations" 
to allow the continuation of 
aid. 

The crisis erupted after the 
offices of a USAID-funded 
non-government organisation, 
the International Medical 
Corps, were closed by Hamas 
because the NGO refused to 
allow Hamas to verify its ac¬ 
counts. 

"UN Special Coordinator 
Robert Serry welcomes the 
reopening of International 
Medical Corps today in 
Gaza," a statement from his 
office said. 


It said Serry "recognises 
the important work of NGOs 
in Gaza and is confident that 
a way forward has been 
reached in the interest of the 
people of Gaza." 

According to the Hamas 
official, the compromise was 
reached after the Palestinian 
movement agreed to renounce 
for a "three-month period" its 
demand to verify the accounts 
of NGOs financed by 
USAID. 

"We are keen on the con¬ 
tinuation of the international 
institutions' work and their 
services to our people," said 
the official who took part in 
the mediated talks. 

He said the sides were now 
working towards an agree¬ 
ment on mechanisms that en¬ 
sure "transparency and 
internal accountability of 
these international organisa¬ 
tions." 

There will be "no control 
over their work," he added. 

A UN official had told 
AFP on condition of 
anonymity that the United 
Nations had "made major ef¬ 
forts to end this crisis and 
reach a good agreement."

Tropical Storm Gert 
forms in Atlantic 


Elmar diligent with restoration 
of power outage 



Last week suddenly several 
barrios experienced a general 
power outage, apparently 
linked to a 60.000 volt main 
cable in Balashi. This particu¬ 
lar main cable located in 
Elmar’s #3 relay station feeds 
electricity to another sub sta¬ 
tion in Sabana Blanco, Paar- 
denbaaistraat and Palm 
Beach. 

This resulted in several 
barrios in Oranjestad losing 
electric power, including the 
high rise hotel area. 

Whenever there is a power 
outage, Elmar’s primary ob¬ 
jective is to find the problem 
and restore power as soon as 
possible. Our electric power 


distribution company is cog¬ 
nizant of the fact that any 
power outage brings quite 
some inconvenience with it. 
Power outages are especially 
frustrating when this occurs 
during the day when our com¬ 
mercial industry is extremely 
pressured to continue their 
normal operations. 

Within one hour and 15 
minutes, or about at 12 o’¬ 
clock noon Elmar succeeded 
in restoring power to all the 
affected barrios. The first area 
to be restored was Salina 
Cerca up to Tierra Del Sol, the 
Hotel area, Palm Beach, and 
Turibana. By 11:45 power 
was restored in the Oranjestad 


area. The last area to receive 
power was the area from La 
Cabana Hotel to Hyatt and 
sections of Noord. 

However, to date, the exact 
cause of the power outage is 
not yet known to Elmar. They 
are continuing to investigate 
what actually triggered the 
power failure. They hope to 
know this in a couple of days. 

These power outages are 
not common, but whenever 
they occur Elmar moves 
quickly and diligently to find 
the problem and restore the 
service to minimalize the ef¬ 
fect that such power loss has 
on our community. 



MIAMI (AFP) - Tropical 
Storm Gert, the seventh such 
storm of the season, has 
formed in the Atlantic and 
could approach Bermuda by 
late Sunday, or early today, 
US forecasters said. 

At 1800 GMT, Gert was 
about 275 miles (443 kilome¬ 
ters) southeast of Bermuda, 
according to the Miami- 
based National Hurricane 
Center. 

It had maximum sustained 
winds of 40 miles (64 kilo¬ 
meters) per hour and was 
moving toward the northwest 
at seven miles (11 kilome¬ 
ters) per hour. 

According to the NHC, 
Gert will approach Bermuda 
late Sunday or early Monday, 
prompting the government 
there to issue a tropical storm 


warning. 

’’Additional strengthening 
is forecast during the next 48 
hours,” the NHC warned. 

Bermuda, a British over¬ 
seas territory which is a 
global reinsurance hub, is fre¬ 
quently buffeted by storms 
and hurricanes sweeping 
across the Atlantic from June 
to November. But it is well 
prepared and storm fatalities 
are rare there. 

Jeff Masters, a hurricane 
expert at private forecaster 
Weather Underground, said 
in his blog on Sunday the 
2011 season so far was seeing 
an unusual number of weak 
tropical cyclones. 

This year is nevertheless 
forecast to be a busy hurri¬ 
cane season. 

Late on Saturday, Tropi¬ 
cal Storm Franklin, which 
formed briefly earlier in the 
weekend as the sixth named 
storm of the 2011 Atlantic 
season, lost its tropical cy¬ 
clone characteristics over the 
North Atlantic. 

Elsewhere in the Atlantic, 
forecasters were watching a 
low pressure trough located 
425 miles northeast of the 
northern Leeward Islands. 
The NHC gave it a 30 percent 
chance of becoming a tropi¬ 
cal cyclone in the next 48 
hours, saying conditions were 
only marginally favorable for 
it to develop.

The necessity of neutering 



neutering calms the agressive nature of 
male pets 


Cas Animal Foundation was 
begun by Kiki Arndt, who 
found her mission in life when 
she discovered two starving 
dogs left in the home she was 
renting when she first came to 
live on Aruba 14 years ago. 
Abandoned by the owners of 
the house weeks before, the 
dogs faithfully awaited their 
masters’ return; needless to 
say, Kiki and the dogs did not 
stay in that house very long. 

Kiki now dedicates her 
days to rescuing stray and 
abandoned dogs, and has 80 in 
her home with 38 cats residing 
at the house of a friend. Aside 
from being nursed back to 
health from serious injury or 
tick disease, every dog has 
been neutered; a standard pro¬ 
cedure to curb the problem of 
more unwanted dogs on the 
streets of Aruba. 

It is surprising how many 
pet owners do not bother to 
neuter their animals, thus ex¬ 
acerbating the stray and aban¬ 


doned dog prob¬ 
lem. The proce¬ 
dure is relatively 
inexpensive; 
particularly for 
the males, but 
many owners 
have it in their 
head they are 
doing the dog a 
disservice and 
justify their in¬ 
action with a 
number of ex¬ 
cuses that even¬ 
tually produce 
heartache for all 
involved. There 
are many pro’s 
for neutering 
aside from ar¬ 
resting the fur¬ 
ther production 
of unwanted ca¬ 
nines and fe¬ 
lines wandering 
around Aruba. 
The positive 
results of neutering an aggres¬ 
sive male dog or cat is almost 
immediately evident; there is 
nealy always a complete per¬ 
sonality change to a calmer, 
friendlier and more congenial 
companion, as well as putting 
a stop to them wandering off 
whenever there is a female in 
season is around the neighbor¬ 
hood. This will usually curb 
them fighting with other dogs, 
so reducing the risk of serious, 
infectious injury. If you ever 
spot a “pack” of dogs on 
Aruba, it is usually several 
males following a female in 
heat, often taking them far 
from their owners’ homes and 
resulting in frequent, nasty 
confrontations. Neutering will 
help keep the male dog close 
to home, and will also prove 
of great benefit as they get 
older, as both male dogs and 
cats are prone to prostate 
problems, which can be pre¬ 
vented with neutering. 


Unless a pet owner enjoys 
having their premises invaded 
by multiple aggressive males 
whenever their female pet is in 
season, they best have it 
spayed, as well as the impor¬ 
tance of curbing the introduc¬ 
tion of more unwanted 
animals into the population. 
Having litters is just as much 
a physical trial to a female an¬ 
imal as a human; spaying will 
also prolong their lives and 
spare them from a number of 
injurious conditions resulting 
from pregnancy and nursing, 
including serious calcium de¬ 
ficiency, which can be crip¬ 
pling, if not deadly. 

The smallest donation as¬ 
sists Kiki in her mission to 
raise the funds she needs to 
build a proper animal shelter 
on land she has already been 
awarded by the government 
for this purpose; these can be 
made by calling her at: 565- 
2130 or 742-8732. You can 
also report a stray or injured 
dog as she maintains an Ani¬ 
mal Ambulance to rescue 
them. 

Kiki also encourages island 
visitors to adopt one of her 
dogs or cats; or perhaps one 
they have befriended on the 
beach or streets. She will walk 
you though the simple process 
of transporting your new com¬ 
panion back home. Her ex¬ 
penses for feeding all the 
animals she has taken in are 
astronomical, as well as her 
veterinary bills, and donations 
can be made by paying on her 
account at the Contreras Clin¬ 
ics in Shaba or Savaneta, as 
well as directly to the bank ac¬ 
count of Cas Animal Founda¬ 
tion, CMB Bank account #

Hjort Kraby said Saturday's 
site visit had been vital to the 
case. 

"All research shows that it 
helps the memory to come 
back to the scene of the crime. 
(Behring Breivik) provided us 
with a lot of new information 
which we didn't have before, 
despite 50 hours of (previous) 
interrogation," the police pros¬ 


ecutor said. 

"We feel we have a fairly 
good overview of how every¬ 
one died or was shot now, 
even though there are still de¬ 
tails to fill in," he said, adding 
some of the victims had died 
had drowned trying to swim 
for safety. 

Behring Breivik was taken 
to the island some 40 kilome¬ 
tres (25 miles) from Oslo, first 
by car and then by the same 
boat he used on the day of the 
attacks. 

The trip on Saturday after¬ 
noon was made under heavy 
security, with Behring Breivik 
shackled on the boat and kept 
on "a leash" while on the is¬ 
land, police said.

(740 lb ft) of torque. The 
Huayra’s top speed is 230 mph 
and can hit 0-62 mph in less 
than 3.5 seconds. More im¬ 
pressively, the Huayra can pull 
1.5 G in comers, in spite of its 
3,000 pound curb weight. Up 
until now, the Pagani was un¬ 
attainable in the United States 
because of failed emission and 
safety testing, but it looks like 
the Pagani Huayra will finally 
touch ground sometime in 
2013.

power plant. 

The Japanese newspaper 
Asahi Shimbun said in its 
Friday evening edition that 
Honda was aiming to up¬ 
grade the robot's upper body 
functions so that it can move 
its arms as smoothly as a 
human being. 

US Honda spokeswoman 
Lauren Ebner said the report 
was "speculation." 

"Although Honda hopes 
that ASIMO will someday be 
a helper to people, at this 
point the robot is solely a re¬ 
search and design project," 
Ebner said in a statement to 
AFP. 

The current ASIMO, in¬ 
troduced in 2000 and resem¬ 
bling a small astronaut, 
stands 130 centimetres (4 feet 
3 inches) tall. The bipedal bot 
can walk, mn, carry trays, 
push carts and shake hands 
with people. 

Asahi said that to work in 
the debris-strewn nuclear 
plant, ASIMO would likely 
be modified and fitted with 
tyres or caterpillar tracks. 

The Fukushima plant has 
been leaking radiation from 
its reactors since its cooling 
systems were knocked out by 
the March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami. At some hotspots ra¬ 
diation is high enough to be 
lethal to humans.

Prehistoric marine reptile fossil has 
embryo inside 



A fossil of a prehistoric water 
reptile has an embryo inside, 
providing the first evidence 
that plesiosaurs gave birth to 
live offspring rather than lay¬ 
ing eggs, a US study said re¬ 
cently. 

The 78-million-year-old 
fossil of the Polycotylus 
latippinus, a four-flippered 
swimmer something like a 
snake-turtle combination, is 
now on display at the Natural 
History Museum of Los An¬ 
geles County. 

Scientists have long sus¬ 
pected that the large crea¬ 
tures, which once were 
among the top predators in 
the world's oceans, were not 
built for climbing on land and 
laying eggs, but had no evi¬ 
dence to show otherwise until 
now. 

"This fossil documents 
live birth in plesiosaurs for 
the first time, and so finally 
resolves this mystery," said 
co-author Robin O'Keefe of 
Marshall University in Hunt¬ 
ington, West Virginia. 

The 15.4 foot (4.7 meter) 
long fossil on display con¬ 
tains an embryonic skeleton, 
including little ribs, 20 verte¬ 
brae, shoulders, hips and pad¬ 
dle bones, said the study in 
the journal Science. 

Several other types of 
aquatic reptiles from the 
same Mesozoic period have 
been known to give birth to 
live offspring instead of eggs, 
a behavior that lends itself to 
a more social lifestyle, simi¬ 
lar to that of dolphins. 


"Many of the animals 
alive today that give birth to 
large, single young are social 
and have maternal care," 
added O'Keefe. 

"We speculate that ple¬ 
siosaurs may have exhibited 
similar behaviors, making 


their social lives more similar 
to those of modern dolphins 
than other reptiles." 

The fossil specimen, 
which is virtually complete 
except for parts of the adult 
neck and skull, was discov¬ 
ered in 1987 by Charles Bon¬ 
ner on the Bonner Ranch in 
Logan County, Kansas. 

The mother and child 
specimen were given exten¬ 
sive conservation by the Nat¬ 
ural History Museum and 
then mounted for display 
under the supervision of O'¬ 
Keefe and study co-author 
Luis Chiappe, director of the 
museum's Dinosaur Institute.

Study: Fewer breast 
cancer deaths not 
due to screening 



A mammogram is an x-ray of the breast. This test may 
find tumors that are too small to feel. 


PARIS (AFP) - Mammograms 
have played an insignificant 
role in falling breast cancer 
death rates in Europe, accord¬ 
ing to a study published Fri¬ 
day. 

Three pairs of countries 
with similar access to treat¬ 
ment but varying levels of 
breast screening showed scant 
difference in the degree of 
mortality attributed to the dis¬ 
ease, researchers reported. 

A trio of scientists led by 
Philippe Autier of the Interna¬ 
tional Prevention Research In¬ 
stitute in Lyon, France 
compared the mortality rates 
of otherwise similar health 
systems that began screening 
programs at least a decade 
apart. 

In Northern Ireland, which 
began systematic mammo¬ 
grams in the early 1990s, the 
death rate among breast can¬ 
cer patients dropped 29 per¬ 
cent from 1989 to 2006. In 
Ireland, mortality went down 
nearly as much, 26 percent, 
over the same period even 
though the country didn't set 
up regular screening until 10 


years later. 

The Netherlands and Bel¬ 
gium also showed a parallel 
drop in breast cancer mortality 
rates — identical in the case of 
Dutch-speaking Belgium — 
despite a lag time of about a 
decade in the implementation 
of screening programmes. 

And in Sweden, which in 
1986 pioneered systematic 
mammograms to detect the 
disease, the drop was only 16 
percent, compared to 24 per¬ 
cent in Norway, which began 
to do so only in 2005. 

The slim difference in 
mortality rates suggests that 
the decrease was caused by 
other factors, such as better 
treatment, the researchers said. 

Some experts argue that the 
difficult decision of whether to 
screen — involving trade-offs 
among non-comparable out¬ 
comes — must be left to in¬ 
formed individuals. 

Others say that physicians 
should continue to encourage 
women to undergo regular 
screening because even mod¬ 
est benefits trump potentially 
negative impacts.

China shuts chemical plant 
amid mass protest 



Pollution-related scares are common in China - the 
world's biggest emitter of greenhouse gases 


BEIJING (AFP) - Authorities 
in a Chinese city ordered the 
immediate shutdown of a 
chemical plant on Sunday as 
thousands of protesters took to 
the streets demanding the fac¬ 
tory be moved over pollution 
fears. 

The demonstration by 
some 12,000 residents in the 
northeastern city of Dalian is 
the latest bout of unrest to hit 
China as anger over issues 
such as social inequalities and 
environmental degradation 
boils over. 

Residents in the port city in 
Liaoning province gathered in 
front of the municipal govern¬ 
ment's office on Sunday morn¬ 
ing, and were joined by more 
and more people, the official 
Xinhua news agency said. 

Some scuffled with riot po¬ 


lice, throwing bottles of water 
at them as they tried to cordon 
off one of the city's main arter¬ 
ies, but there were no reports 
of injuries, it added. 

Hundreds of people then 
broke off and started moving 
to other parts of the city, 
chanting slogans and waving 
banners. According to uncon¬ 
firmed postings on Twitter, a 
lot of armed police vehicles 
were seen moving into the 
city. 

The largely peaceful 
protest was triggered by 
mounting fears over the safety 
of a factory that makes 
paraxylene — a flammable car¬ 
cinogenic liquid used in the 
production of polyester films 
and fabrics. 

Residents living near the 
plant had to be evacuated after 


waves triggered by an incom¬ 
ing storm breached a dyke 
protecting the factory and 
threatened to damage the 
building, sparking fears of a 
toxic chemical spill. 

Workers managed to repair 
the dyke, but residents have 
been left worried about the po¬ 
tential for environmental dam¬ 
age by the plant, which 
belongs to the private Fujia 
Group. 

The municipal government 
ordered the plant be closed 
"immediately" after protesters 
refused to disperse, and also 
pledged to relocate the plant, 
Xinhua reported. Calls to the 
government went unanswered 
on Sunday. 

One hotel receptionist, who 
refused to be named, told AFP 
by phone that protesters were 
worried about their health. "If 
people had a better choice, 
they would not take to the 
streets," she said. 

Pollution-related scares are 
common in China — the 
world's biggest emitter of 
greenhouse gases - where an 
emphasis on economic growth 
over the past three decades has 
led to widespread environ¬ 
mental degradation. 

As such, environmental 
problems have triggered a ris¬ 
ing number of riots and other 
forms of public unrest over the 
years.

Dutch cops 
raid large 
marijuana 


nursery 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
police arrested 10 people 
,seven women and three men 
of Bulgarian and Turkish na¬ 
tionality after discovering a 
large marijuana nursery in the 
country’s western tulip-grow¬ 
ing region, a statement said 
yesterday. 

During the raid, in the small 
town of Roelofarendsveen, be¬ 
tween 10,000 to 15,000 mari¬ 
juana plants and 150,000 plant 
cuttings were retrieved, it 
added. 

It said the nursery was dis¬ 
covered at the back of some 
greenhouses in the town, situ¬ 
ated in South Holland 
province’s prime tulip-produc¬ 
ing area, about 30 kilometres 
(19 miles) southwest of Ams¬ 
terdam. 

’’The property’s owner 
rented out the greenhouses 
and had nothing to do with the 
marijuana nursery," police 
said.

Economic leadership at 
crux of turmoil: World Bank 



SYDNEY (AFP) - World 
Bank chief Robert Zoellick 
said Sunday that investors had 
lost confidence in the eco¬ 
nomic leadership of several 
key countries, warning global 
markets were in a ’’new danger 
zone” as a result. 

Zoellick said a convergence 
of events in the United States 
and Europe had rattled in¬ 
vestors in countries already 
struggling to cap sovereign 
debt issues and unemploy¬ 
ment. 

’’And what we’ve seen is 
that confidence is a fragile el¬ 
ement of how the market 
economy works,” the World 
Bank Group president told an 
Asia Society dinner in Sydney. 

’’And I think that those 


events combined with some of 
the other fragilities... have 
pushed us into a new danger 
zone. And I don't say those 
words lightly.” 

Zoellick said he was mak¬ 
ing the point, not so people 
would run out of the room to 
call their brokers, but so that 
policy makers would take it 
seriously. 

He said the United States 
had contributed to the drop in 
confidence in the markets fol¬ 
lowing the bitter debate in 
Congress to ensure that the 
country did not end up with a 
disastrous debt default. 

"Frankly, markets are used 
to the United States playing a 
leading role in the economic 
system and leadership and so 
when they saw the 'Sturm und 
Drang' in Congress and with 
the executive, it made them 
uncertain about, well does the 
United States really know 
where it's going? And is it 
going to get there?” 

The problems were more 
serious in the eurozone, he 


said, where the processes for 
dealing with sovereign debt 
and some competitiveness 
shortfalls had lagged. 

Financial markets have suf¬ 
fered dizzying swings in re¬ 
cent days and weeks on 
mounting concern that the eu¬ 
rozone debt crisis and weak 
US economy could help see 
the world fall back into reces¬ 
sion. 

But Zoellick said how 
much impact the rollercoaster 
ride will have more broadly 
depended on how much the 
loss of confidence spread. 

Zoellick, who heads to 
Australia's political capital 
Canberra said the global finan¬ 
cial landscape was rapidly 
changing, adding that prior to 
the recent turbulence, he had 
concerns about overheating in 
some developing economies. 

While he refused to pin¬ 
point which other countries 
could suffer due to the market 
volatility, he noted that the de¬ 
veloping world remained a 
source of growth. 


Asia vulnerable to US 
Singapore PM 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Asia, 
including China and India, 
will be vulnerable if the 
United States and Europe slip 
into another recession, Singa¬ 
pore Prime Minister Fee Hsien 
Foong said Sunday. 

In his annual policy speech, 
Fee warned it was possible the 
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world would sink into another 
recession because of the debt 
crisis in Europe and the United 
States' economic woes that led 
to a landmark downgrade by 
Standard & Poor's of the coun¬ 
try 

Fee said the markets' 
volatility was "only a reflec¬ 
tion of the real issue” which is 
lack of investor confidence 
that the US and European gov¬ 
ernments can "make the hard 
decisions and to resolve the 
problems which are deep and 
very serious.” 

The US government is 
spending too much and its fis¬ 
cal deficit is "unsustainable”, 
said Fee, adding that deep di¬ 
visions between the Republi¬ 
cans and the Democrats have 
made it harder for the country 
to solve its problems. 

Against this backdrop, 
China, India and other emerg¬ 
ing markets are doing "quite 


recession: 


well” for the moment, he said. 

"But if America and Europe 
will go into another recession, 
then I think China, India and 
the emerging economies will 
also be affected, will also be 
vulnerable,” he warned. 

"And therefore Singapore 
has to be watchful. We don't 
have to press the panic button 
yet but we have to be watchful 
" he added. "That's going to 
affect us. It can easily hap¬ 
pen.” 

Export-dependent Singa¬ 
pore was the first Asian econ¬ 
omy to suffer negative growth 
during the last global down¬ 
turn in 2008 but also led the 
recovery with a strong growth 
rebound in 2010. 

The crisis started in Greece 
and is now fuelled by fears 
that Spain or Italy might de¬ 
fault on their debt and possibly 
spark a break-up of the cur¬ 
rency shared by 17 countries. 


US debt remains 
investor safe 
haven despite 
S&P downgrade 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Treasury bonds remain a hot 
ticket for investors looking for 
a low risk investment in a 
volatile market despite the un¬ 
precedented downgrade of 
Washington's credit rating, an¬ 
alysts say. 

The decision by Standard & 
Poor's to strip Washington of 
its top triple-A rating has done 
little to diminish investors' ap¬ 
petite for US Treasuries, 
which along with gold, the 
Swiss franc and the yen are 
considered among the safest of 
assets. 

At first it may seem some¬ 
what paradoxical, but with in¬ 
vestors concerned about a 
slowdown in the global econ¬ 
omy, they are piling into US 
bonds which are also attractive 
because of the dollar's reserve 
currency status. 

On Monday, the first trad¬ 
ing day after the the S&P 
downgrade, US bond prices 
rose to record levels on strong 
demand in a fresh issue, with 
the rate of return for investors 
dropping from before the US 
lost its top rating. 

On the secondary market 
the yield on 10-year securities 
dropped on Wednesday to 2.09 
percent, the lowest rate since 
December 2008 and down 
from 2.56 percent on Friday, 
before the S&P announce¬ 
ment. 

"We do not regard the Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's downgrade as 
an immediate threat to Treas¬ 
uries keeping their safe-har¬ 
bour status,” market analysts 
Briefing Research said. 

"Treasuries are still the 
gold standard, so much so that 
as the US veered toward a de¬ 
fault [during negotiations to 
raise its debt ceiling] Treasur¬ 


ies rallied on a flight-to-safety 
... as if they were being re¬ 
warded for a crime”, the group 
said. 

The gyrations on global 
stock exchanges this past 
week have only increased their 
attraction. 

"The US Treasury market 
will remain by far the largest 
and most liquid in the world, - 
- as demonstrated by in last 
week's global financial turmoil 
and 'wholesale flight to safety 
and quality',” said Nigel Gault 
from market forecasters IHS 
Global Insight. 

A rush of safe-haven 
money into the franc led to 
fresh records against the dollar 
and the euro, forcing the Swiss 
National Bank to take addi¬ 
tional measures to stem its rise 
which is hurting the country's 
industry. 

The Federal Reserve's deci¬ 
sion on Tuesday to maintain 
interest rates at close to zero 
levels for two years also reas¬ 
sured markets, said Aurel 
BGC. 

Analysts said meanwhile 
that China, the world's largest 
foreign holder of US debt, has 
no choice but to maintain its 
Treasury holdings, with Bei¬ 
jing's hands tied for several 
reasons in the short run. 

China has the world's 
largest foreign exchange re¬ 
serves at more than $3 trillion, 
and experts believe it would be 
difficult for it to find alterna¬ 
tive investment options able to 
absorb such volume. 

With around $1.2 trillion in 
US Treasuries, Beijing also 
cannot conduct large-scale 
selling of dollar assets without 
diminishing the value of its re¬ 
maining holdings, they said.

Rest in peace? Mumbai runs out of space for dead

MUMBAI (AFP) - Simple 
marble gravestones lie flat in 
the grounds of St Andrew’s 
Church in Bandra, one of the 
oldest Roman Catholic places 
of worship in the Indian city 
of Mumbai. 

The names on the tombs 
bear witness to the city’s Por¬ 
tuguese heritage, as a 
groundsman sweeps wet 
leaves from generations of Da 
Silvas, D'Souzas, Pintos, 
Pereiras, Furtados and Fonse¬ 
cas. 

Behind the white-washed 
church, are newer, much 
smaller memorials, stacked on 
top of one another like draw¬ 


ers in a high perimeter wall 
bordering the sea. 

Inside these "niches" are 
the mortal remains of the more 
recently deceased, whose 
bones have been disinterred 
and replaced by those who 
have died in the last year or 
two. 

The spiralling cost of land 
and its lack of availability is a 
major issue for the estimated 
18 million people crammed 
into India's financial and en¬ 
tertainment capital. 

But increasingly, the 
squeeze is affecting the city's 
dead, prompting changes in 
centuries-old rituals, forcing 


up the cost of burials or lead¬ 
ing to practical solutions to 
tackle space constraints. 

"It's an issue in all the 
churches. There's a lack of 
space," admitted Father 
Michael Goveas, a parish 
priest at St Andrew's, where 
flattened tombstones are 
found even in the corridors 
leading to the main church. 

"We're no longer giving 
permission for permanent 
graves. Anyone who has a per¬ 
manent (family) plot can still 
utilise them. For everyone 
else, we give niches," he told 
AFP. 

The lack of burial space, a 
growing problem for minority 
Christians and Muslims in 
India's fast-growing big cities 
as well as many countries 
around the world, is particu¬ 
larly acute in Mumbai. 

The local authorities esti¬ 
mate that there is just 1.3 


square feet (0.12 square me¬ 
tres) of green open space per 
person, making it one of the 
most densely-populated places 
in the world. 

One solution submitted last 
year to the US-based Council 
on Tall Buildings and Urban 
Habitat suggested building a 
tower, with space for Christian 
and Muslim burials and Hindu 
cremations. 

The idea's thrust was that 
traditional solutions were un¬ 
likely to succeed, as older 
churches — and even the 
newer, state-run public ceme¬ 
teries in outlying districts — 
stop providing graves in per¬ 
petuity. 

"Cemeteries have a system 
where they don't leave the 
bodies for more than two 
years. Then the bones are 
moved to an ossuary (charnel 
house)," said Father Anthony 
Charanghat, spokesman for 


the Archdiocese of Bombay. 

One significant conse¬ 
quence of the space crunch is 
the increasing number of 
Catholics opting for cremation 

— the norm amongst Hindus - 

- which was once viewed by 
the Church as a denial of the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

"You used to have to get 
permission (to be cremated)," 
said Father Michael. "Now, 
it's becoming more wide¬ 
spread... The idea that if you 
burn there's no resurrection 
doesn't exist any more. 

Undertakers say that the 
cost of the diminishing num¬ 
ber of burial plots available on 
a 30-year lease in private 
cemeteries has gone up in line 
with sky-rocketing real estate 
prices. 

The situation is met with 
resignation by many Muslims, 
who face a similar squeeze on 
burial space.

"I’ll certainly be racing 
next year, that is definite," 
Schumacher said at a Mer¬ 
cedes' function. 

Rumours of Schumacher's 
second retirement were fu¬ 
elled by comments the 42- 
year-old made to an Italian 
newspaper, but Sunday's dec¬ 
laration has poured cold 
water on any retirement talk. 

Having won the last of his 
seven world titles in 2004, 
Schumacher retired in 2006, 
only to return to race with 
German team Mercedes in 
2010 . 

But whether he races on 
after 2012, when his three- 
year contract expires, re¬ 
mains to be decided. 

"We will have to see how 


things develop and how 
much energy and fun is still 
there,” he said. 

Currently 10th in the 
world championship — 202 
points behind leader and 
compatriot Sebastian Vettel - 
- Schumacher is realistic 
about his chances of an 
eighth title next season. 

"It would be presumptu¬ 
ous if one expects us to fight 
for the title next year, at the 
moment we are too far be¬ 
hind,” he said. 

Schumacher says podium 
places are his goal for next 
year, but since his comeback 
at the start of 2010, he has yet 
to finish a race in the top 
three. 

From his Mercedes team, 
there is no time pressure. 

”We need a little longer to 
get to the top, but time is nec¬ 
essary. And we on the board 
will give that time,” said 
Thomas Weber, Mercedes' 
Head of Group Research.

Arsenal, Barcelona 
agree Fabregas deal 



LONDON (AFP) - Arsenal 
announced on Sunday that 
they have finally agreed a 
deal with Barcelona for the 
transfer of captain Cesc Fab¬ 
regas to the Spanish and Eu¬ 
ropean champions, the 
player's boyhood club. 

"Arsenal announces today 
that they have reached an 
agreement in principle with 
Barcelona for Cesc Fabregas 
to move to Spain," said a 
statement on the Arsenal 
website. 

Barcelona confirmed the 
deal, news of which was re¬ 
leased at half-time in their 
Spanish Supercup clash 
against Real Madrid, which is 
expected to be worth between 
36 million and 40 million 
euros. 

"Initial agreement be¬ 
tween Arsenal and FC 
Barcelona for the transfer of 
Cesc with the signing of con¬ 


tracts and medical to 
take place on Mon¬ 
day," said a Barcelona 
club statement. 

The deal, which 
brings to an end a 
transfer saga which 
began last year, will 
take Fabregas back to 
the club which he left 
as a 16-year-old in 
2003. 

"We have been 
clear that we didn't 
want Cesc to leave and 
that remains the case," said 
Arsenal manager Arsene 
Wenger on Sunday. 

"However, we understand 
Cesc's desire to move to his 
home town club and have 
now accepted an offer from 
Barcelona. We thank Cesc for 
his contribution at Arsenal 
and wish him future success." 

Barcelona had already 
failed with an offer of 34.4 
million euros and an improved 
reported bid of 29 million 
euros plus six million euros in 
future add-ons had also failed 
to tempt the Gunners. 

However, the British press 
over the weekend reported 
that Arsenal were finally 
ready to accept a 36-million- 
euro offer, with Spanish 
sports daily Marca putting 
the deal closer to 40 million 
euros, of which six million 
euros would depend on re¬ 
sults. 


Djokovic wins Montreal 
crown for year's ninth title 


MONTREAL (AFP) - World 
number one Novak Djokovic 
continued his near-perfect 
season with a 6-2, 3-6, 6-4 
defeat of Mardy Fish to win 
the ATP Montreal Masters on 
Sunday, his ninth title of the 
season. 

The Serb confirmed the 
world number one ranking 
which which he claimed after 
winning Wimbledon as he 
beat Fish for the seventh time 
without a loss. 

Djokovic has now won 
nine titles in 2011 in nine at¬ 
tempts. He stands a phenom¬ 
enal 53-1 this season, with 
his only loss coming against 


Roger Federer in the French 
Open semi-finals. 

Djokovic becomes the 
first man to win five Masters 
1000 titles in the same season 
having also claimed trophies 
at Indian Wells, Miami, 
Madrid and Rome. 

The 24-year-old is the first 
player to win an ATP title in 
his debut as number one 
since Pete Sampras in Hong 
Kong in April 1993. 

Djokovic now stands 27- 
13 in career finals while Fish, 
winner of the Atlanta title last 
month, was competing in his 
third straight final of the pre- 
US Open summer.

Serena wins Toronto title, boosts 
US Open hopes 



TORONTO (AFP) - Serena 
Williams won the WTA 
Rogers Cup title Sunday, 
beating Samantha Stosur 6-4, 
6-2 to hammer home her cre¬ 
dentials as a US Open 
favourite when the last Grand 
Slam event of the season 
starts in two weeks' time. 

Williams hammered nine 
aces and won 89 percent of 


her first serve points in beat¬ 
ing the Australian in straight 
sets at the $2.05 million hard- 
court tournament, two weeks 
after winning the Stanford 
title. 

It is her first back-to-back 
titles in three years, the 39th 
of her career and 11th win in 
11 matches on the US hard- 
court swing this summer. 


The 29-year-old Williams 
is currently ranked 80th in the 
world and was competing in 
just her fourth tournament 
since being sidelined for a 
year by injuries and illness. 

Her win over Stosur took 
just 77 minutes as she played 
six matches in six days in 
Toronto and served notice that 
she is returning to form just 
ahead of the 2011 US Open. 

Sunday's victory was her 
biggest since winning her 
fourth Wimbledon crown in 
2010 . 

She was injured shortly 
after capturing that Wimble¬ 
don title, cutting her foot in 
Germany on a piece of glass 
and underwent two operations. 

She then spent 20 weeks 
in a cast and walking boot. 

In February, she was diag¬ 
nosed with blood clots in her 
lung, and didn't start practis¬ 
ing again until April.
